Business and the Boundary. 


The development of the Free State's 
water-power was discussed yesterday at 
two conferences in Dublin. Soon after 
th: State was established a long cherished 
ambition took shape in schemes for the 
harnessing of the Liffey to the needs 
of industry. Bills were promoted in 
the Dail; but then came the Govern- 
ment’s negotiations with Messrs. Siemens, 
of Derlin, 
on the development of the Shannon. 
Messrs. Siemens, it is understood, have 
prepared their plans, and will receive a 
contract for the work if these plans are 
ratified by the Government's independent 
experts. If the experts are doubtful or 
hostile, the Government will be committed 
to nothing and we shall be ss we were. 
In the meanwhile, however, the Shannon 
scheme seems, like Aaron’s rod, to have 
swallowed its smaller rivals. At any rate, 
the Liffey plans, and, perhaps, other 
plans in other parts of the country, are 
being held in suspense until the Govern- 
ment has decided whether it will, or will 
not, entrust the main development of the 
Free States water-power to German 
hands. Some of the Irish experts are 
dubious about the success of the Shannon 
scheme on technical grounds, and all seem 
to resent the obstacle which, in its present 
ir.determinate condition, it offers to the 
e-ercise of their ewn initiative. At both 
of yesterday’s conferences, however, Mr. 
P. A. Spalding, of Dundalk, suggested 
what may be described as a policy of 
economic reconciliation. Ho advised local 
authorities to “go ahead” with local 
schemes. A number of such schemes, 
undertaken simultaneously, would furnish 
what is hardly existent now—a profit- 
able market for el-:tricity. They 
would provide employment and would 
develop industry during the next few 
years; and, if and when the Shannon 
scheme came to fulfilment, they could be 
fitted into a national plan that would 
bring cheap power to the door of every 
householder in the Free State. 

It is well that our engineers and other 
experts should have faith in their 
country’s future and in the ability 
of Irish brains to keep her in the fore- 
front of the world’s progress. Neverthe- 
less, facts cannot be flouted, and yester- 
day’s conferences shirked or ignored the 
essential fact of the economic situation in 
the Free State. Security, political and 
social, is the first condition of success in 
every enterprise that is designed to 
promote either individual or national 
welfare. Without security industry cannot 
thrive; capital withdraws itself to safer 
surroundings; the whole body of the 
State is crippled and devitalised. There 
will be no real progress in this 
country until the two Irish Govern- 
ments have reached a modus vivendi 
which will allow the citizens of both 
States to pursue the work of 
business-building and of nation-build- 
ing with undisturbed minds. The 
present boundary crisis, with its increasing 
menace of civil strife, is an equal injury 
to peace and prosperity in Belfast and 
Dublin, in Londonderry and Cork. It is 
as bad for the North's shipbuilding and

The 
Egyptian people have very little political 
wisdom ; the great majority of them knows 
nothing about politics at all. Yet they 
have learned to mouth the parrot cries of 
that truculent nationalism which is 
rampant throughout the world to-day; 
and they believe that Zaghlul Pasha will 
gain for them not only complete political 
independence of the British Empire, but 
also complete political control of the 
Sudan. 


Zaghlul Pasha is aware that no British 
Government ever could contemplate the 
surrender of the Sudan to the Egyptians ; 
but he has committed himself to pledges 
which his fanatical followers expect him 
to fulfil. Egypt lies athwart the principal 
lines of communication of the British 
Empire, and, from the point of view f 
Imperial strategy, abandonment of the 
Sudan would be lunacy, Everybody knows 
that if to-morrow Britain should abandon 
her position in North-Eastern Africa, 
another European Power would replace 
her immediately. The loss of the Sudan 
would involve ultimately the loss of the 
Suez Canal, which was described once by 


the ex-Kaiser as “ the jugular vein of 
the British Empire.“ Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald may be an idealist, but he 
recognises that the concéssion of Egypt’s 
fantastic claim to the Sudan would en- 
danger the whole security of the Common- 
wealth. Besides, the Sudanese have uo 
desire to come under Egyptian rule. Since 
Britain defeated the Mahdi and after- 
wards the Khalifa a quarter of a century 
ago, the Sudan has flourished exceedingly. 
British brains gave it of their best, and 
the wise expenditure of British money 
caused the desert almost to blossom like 
the rose. Egyptian rule would mean in- 
efficiency, sloth, corruption and cruelty ; 
and probably it would give the signal 
to the slave traders. of Abyssinia to resume 
the nefarious traffic which the British 
Government has outlawed. Bo far as 
Egypt itself is concerned, Zaghlul Pasha 
can have virtually anything that he 
wants. In fact, if not in name, the 
Egyptians already have complete auto- 
nomy; and a véry sorry mess they are 
making of it. Mr. Macdonald may find 
little difficulty in meeting the senti- 
mental demands of Zaghlul Pasha in re- 
gard to details, but he cannot yield an 
inch in the matter of the Sudan. 


A Modern Magician. 


Mr. Nevil Maskelyne, son of the founder 
of ‘‘ Maskelyne’s Mysteries, has died;

Even 
if the Egyptian Hall, a generation hence, 
should have to close its doors for ever, the 
Maskelyne family should be remembered 
among those who have added most to the 
‘lighter pleasures of three generations.

Constantinople. 
Constantinople is now but the shadow of 
a great name. Efforts are being made to 


save the city from. complete decay, and a 


commission has been established to inquire 
ir. to the possibility of reconstruction by 


town-planning methods. It is significant 
of the loss of political and commercial 
importance that the Prefect of the city, 
as we learn from the correspondent of the 
Morning Post, declares that schemes must 
be considered for the attraction of 


tourists and tourists’ money.” He re- 
commends the building of modern hotels, 


theatres, “ .cusement palac>s”’ and even 
“gambling casinos. He advises the de- 
molition of the Byzantine sea-walls and 
tho use of the material to build marine 
quays. It is to be hoped that the last 
recommendation will not be adopted; for 
to destroy the fragmentary relics of the 
works of Constantine would be to rob the 
city of a precious part of its interest for 
antiquaries. Constantinople contains in 
St. Sophia what many regard as the most 
beautiful building in the world ; but when 
the Turks seized it, in 1453, they plastered 


over the mosaics which, if they could be 
restored to-day, would be the wonder and 


delight of the artistic world. When Con- 
stantine built his New Rome on the site 


of old Byzantium, sixteen hundred years 
ago, he founded an imperial city which 
dominated Eastern Christendom until it 
fell to Islam and became the capital of 
another faith. Its greatness has passed ; 
but Constantinople will remain one of the 
most historical spots in Europe.

Mr. J. J. McDonnell, J. P., F. R. I. A. I., a 
figure prominent in the architectural pro- 
fession of Ireland and in the Roman Catholic 
and civic life of Belfast, died yesterday at 
his residence, Loretto, Rosetta Park, Bel- 
fast. Born in Belfast in 1857, he was a pupil 
of the late Mr. Timothy Heavy, F. R. I. A. I. 
He was married in 1886 to Hester Mary, 
daughter of the late Mr. James Brennan, 
Belfast. Two of his sons are in the 
Redemptorist Order, one in Limerick, the 
Rev. John McDonnell, C.SS.R., and the other 
at St. Patrick’s, Esker, Co. Galway.

A Justice 
of the Peace of the city for the past quarter 
of a century, he was also a. member of the 
Corporation of Belfast for a great number of 
ears, sitting as the representative of Falls 
ard. His death is regretted by the citizens 
of Belfast of all classes and creeds.

I understand 
that Sir James Craig is remaining in 
London until Parliament meets next week, 
and he probably will see Mr. Thomas on 
his arrival from South Africa and before 
he introduces the Amending Bill in the 
House of Commons. Sir James also will 
have a meeting in London with the Ulster 
Unionist As dn of the Imperial Parlia- 
ment before the House meets. 

Mr. F. Loverseed, the Liberal member 
for Sudbury, who has returned from Ire- 
land, where he was one of the Parlia- 
mentary representatives who visited Presi- 
dent Cosgrave, states that the deputation 
urged with all its strength the bringing 
together of the representatives of the 
North and South m order to settle their 
own differences. He says that President 
Cosgrave, when asked if he and his 
Government would agree to the findings of 
a Boundary Commission whatever that 
might be, replied that they were willing 
to abide by the decision. The deputation 
found that the South desired to come to 


terms. 
The Shadow Cabinet 


A meeting of what is known as the 
„Shadow Cabinet was held this morn- 
ing, when a number of Conservative ex- 
Ministers were present. It is probable 
that, in addition to the boundary ques- 
tion, the arrangements for the conference 
of the National Unionist Association, to 
be held at Newcastle-on-Tyne on October 
1st, were discussed. Viscount Cecil of 
Chelwood is to move a resolution urging 
that there shall be a modification of the 
powers and composition of the House of 
Lords to ensure that no far-reaching 
changes can be made without the consent 
of the electorate. Somewhat similar pro- 
posals will be put forward by other dele- 
gates, while a member of the Central 
Unionist Council will propose that the 
name of the National Unionist Associa- 
tion shall be changed to National Con- 
servative Union. 


Zaghlul Pasha. 


Zaghlul Pasha, the Prime Minister of 
Egypt, arrived in London this evening, 
accompanied by several officials, including 
his Foreign Minister and Minister of 
Communications. He went to Claridge’s 
Hotel. which will be his headquarters 
until Saturday, when he expects to leave 
London for Paris. He was met at Dover 
by the members of the Egyptian Lega- 
tion, and at Victoria by many members 
of the Egyptian Colony in London. 
The Pasha is to meet the Prime Minister 
on Thursday, when what is described in 
official circles as an informal talk is to 
take place. It is understood that the 
British policy regarding the Sudan is un- 
changed in its broad lines, though there 
may be some slight rearrangement. It is 
regarded as probable that a more formal 
conference will result from the meeting. 


Policewomen. 


As soon as Mr. Arthur Henderson re- 
turns to London from Geneva he will 
confer with Home Office officials with 
regard to the recommendations of the 
departmental committee on the emplox- 
ment of policewomen. Sir Nevil Macready 
suggested two hundred as the number of 
policewomen for London, and this pro- 
posal will receive early consideration. 
Opinion in the House of Commons is by 
no means unanimous with regard to the 
employment of women police. Some mem- 
bers hold that as a war-time experiment 
the plan was not a success, but that, while 
so many men are unemployed, the scheme 
ought not to be revived at present. In 
the provinces the matter rests with the 
local police authorities, but so far there 
has been little inclination to raise any 
considerable bedy of women police. 


Mr. Charchill. 


The announcement that Mr. Churchill 
is to be the constitutional candidate for 
the Epping Division will make his speech 
at Edinburgh, on Thursday, all the more 
interesting. This speech is the result of 
much discussion; for when it was agree 
that Sir Robert Horne and Mr. Churchill 
should speak from the same platform it 
was specially decided at the Conservative 
headquarters that the speech should be 
delivered in Scotland and not in Eng- 
land. Now that Mr. Churchill is a recog- 
nised constitutional candidate, if not 
exactly a declared Conservative, it is pos- 
sible that a demand will be made upon 
his services for much public speaking in 
the South. 


The Late Mr, J. FT. McPeake. 


The funeral of the late Mr. J. Y. 
McPeake took place this morning at 
11.30 o'clock at St. Marys Roman 
Catholic Cemetery, Kensal Green. It 
was attended only by the immediate mem- 
bers of the family, and, in obedience to 
the wish expressed, there were no wreaths 
with the exception of one from Mrs. 
McPeake and her two sons; one from Mr. 
and Mrs. W. R. Hearst and fellow- 
workers in America, and another from 
staff of Nash’s Magazine and Gof 
Housekeeping. At eleven o'clock the 
members of the staff of the two journals 
attended a short Service conducted by the 
Vicar at St. Bride’s Church, Fleet street. 


A Nevel Street. 


A street with two roadways, one above 


the other, is to be built in Chicago, and 


the work is to begin almost at once. 
Traffic congestion has made the old street 
almost useless, and it was decided that one 
roadway should be built for trucks and 
horse-drawn traffic and another for motors 
and pedestrians. It is estimated that the 
cost of construction will be about five 
million pounds, but the change will save 
about one million annually by eliminating 
the congestion. The street will be over a 
mile long, and the motor way will be 
eighty feet wide. 


Excursions. 


Although the winter time-tables are 
now in operation, the railway companies 
have decided to continue some of the 
summer excursions until the end of next 
month. This applies particularly to Ire- 
land and Scotland, and to and from the 
principal seaside resorts. Week-end 
tickets are also to be issued at the sawe 
reduced fares as have been operative 
during the summer. So far as London is 
concerned, the railway companies have 
not this year been subjected to the same 
competition from motor coaches as last 
year. During the present season there 
has been a shortage of large motor 
vehicles, most of which for many miles 
round have been drawn to London for the 
purpose of conveying the many visitors 
to town to the principal sights. 


Champagne 


Champagne experts, who have been 
abroad to discover the prospects of the 
vintage this year, have returned with 
rather doleful stories, reporting that in 
many instances the champagne is more 
like vinegar than wine. The stocks of 
the 1914, 1917 and 1919 vintages have all 
been bought up, and consequently the in- 
dications are that there will be a con- 
siderable advance in the price of sparkling 
wines before long.
